TIEN TSIN, July 26, via Shanghai, Aug. I—

on Pekin.

The British preparations are a long way from 


completeness, but the Japanese organisation excites the 
admiration of all. 


The total strength of the allies here is 17,000 and

LONDON, Aug. 1—"The allies began the ad- 


vance from Tien Tsin this morning" announces an 
agency bulletin, dated Shanghai today. 


It is assumed the Americans, British and Jap- 


anese are taking part whether the others are or not. 


An advance base will probably be established 30 


miles nearer to Pekin and supplies will be assem- 
bled preparatory to a direct stroke at the capital. 


The first engagement of the relief expedition 


will probably be at Pei Tang, where the Viceroy of 


Yulu personally commands.

Washington, Aug. 1.—Doubt has given 


tray to a feeling akin to certainty that 
the legationers at Pekin and the gallant 
marines who managed to reach the Chi- 
nese capital Just m the ftick of time were 
not only alive on July 22, but In all 
probability, are still alive and likely to 
remain so until they are released from 
their stage of siege. 


The officials here feel certain that the 


attack by the Chinese on the legations 
i\ill not be renewed.

vinced that the counsels of the viceroys 
In the great southern and central prov- 
inces aud the advice of Li Hung Chang 
have had effect, and that those in 
power in Pekin now have been made to 
eee the necessity for the preservation of 
the legations.

All legations have been 
blocked since 13yi last month and since 
the 20th we have been attacked con- 
tinually night and day by the Chinese 
soldiers from more than 10 encamp- 
ments. By a. supreme effort we are still 
defending. We are daily awaiting with 
the greatest _ anxiety arrival of rein- 
forcing army, and if you cannot reach 
here in less than a week's time it is prob- 
able that we will be unable to hold out 
any longer. Emperor and empress 
dowager appear to be still at Pekin. 
Were our reinforcements to arrive veiy 
probable that tbey would flee to Wan 
Bhoshan. Killed and wounded up to 
date, eight killed, one a captain of in- 
fantry and an ambassador's attache: 
eeven seriously wounded, the first secre-

DOUBT IS VANISHING 


IN GREAT BRITAIN'S CAPITAL 


London, Aug. 1.—Important additional 


Information of the safety of the legations 
was received in London last night by 
Duncan Campbell, representative in Eu- 
rope ol the Chinese customs service, 
Irora -the commissioner of customs at 
Che Foo, in the shape of a Pekin dis- 
patch ,not dated, but believed to have 
been written on July 21, signed by both 
Sir Robert Hart, Inspector general of 
customs, and Robert Beredon, deputy 
inspector general, to the following effect: 
"Staff and family still safe." 


This ba» be«n confirmed by the com- 


missioner of customs In Shanghai, who 
telegraphed last evening: 
"Authentic 


Inspector general safe twenty-second." 


A sensational Shanghai correspondent 


•till hlntB that the Chinese are juggling 
with dates, but, in face of th« constantly 
accumulating evidence that the min- 
isters were safe on July 22, and despite 
the omission from al! the dUipatche* of 
anxiously-desired information regarding 
the real situation, political or otherwise, 
at Pekin, there are very few in London 
who do not believe the dispatches gen- 
nine and re-liable. 


The allies now confront a most dlffl- 


jjjjfeuk and dangerous problem. Without. 
" 
the ministers are held by tbe Chl- 


nese as hostages; and the outcome of the 
advance on Pekin, which, in all proba- 
bility, has already begun, will be awaited 
with anxiety. 


Today's dispatches show that the 


allies, notably the Japanese, have been 
pushing their preparations with feverish 
haste, organizing a service of pack carts, 
trains and junks. It is reported from 
Berlin that Lieutenant 
General Von 


Lessel, commanding the German forces 
In China, whom Emperor William has 
Just promoted to the rank of general 
commanding an artny corps, has been 
selected 'as commander-ln-chief of the 
allied forces. 


The Chinese are strongly entrenched 


at Wang Tsun, from which position, 
however, It Is believed they can be 
ejected without great difficulty. The 
danger Is that, if defeated there, the 
Chinese will retire on Pekin and put the 
rfmainder of the Europeans to death. 


It is also possible that the advance of 


the allies will be the signal for the Chi- 
nese authorities to compel aH foreign- 
ers to quit the capital, In which event 
they might become the prey of the 
fanatical Boxers. 


The feeling of the newspapers here Is 


that nothing whatever should now delay 
the advance, and that no negotiations 
of any kind should be countenanced un- 
til the allied troops reach Pekin and 
assure themselves regarding the fate of 
the foreigners. 


The latest advices from Tien Tsln an- 


nounce that the Russians and Japanesa 
are scouting in the direction of Pletang. 
The Japanese commander, Tamachuchl, 
expects Tang Tsun to be taken within 
three days. 


A special dispatch from Tien Tsln says 


the missionaries report that all the 
Americans in Pekin and Tung Chau are 
safe, but their property has been de- 
stroyed. 


The Shanghai correspondent 
of The 


Times says: 
The general-aspect of the 


situation confirms the opinion that the 
Manchu party, fearing the 
effect 
of I 


further violent measures, rely on Li | 
Hung Chang's negotiations to prevail 
upon the powers to forego vengeance in 
return for the release of the survivors. 


It is reported from an unofficial, but 


usually reliable source, that the Chinese 
minister at St. Petersburg wired to Li 
Hung Chang, intimating the possibility 
of obtaining favorable terms of settle- 
ment from Russia If China would adopt 
a conciliatory attitude and compel a 
cessation of the attacks on the lega- 
tions. 
Thereupon, according to this 


Informant, Li Hung Chang memorialized 
the throne, representing that he was 111 
and unable to come to-Pekin, but urging 
that every endeavor be made to Bend the 
ministers to Tien Tsin, and to insure the 
safety of foreigners and missionaries. 


Tien Tsin wires that General Sir Al- 


fred Gaselee and staff, together with 
large foreign reinforcements, arrived 
there on July 28. 


The governor of Shan Tung has tele- 


graphed to United States Consul Fowler 
that the tsung li yamen directs him to 
notify the consuls that "as the military 
operations at Pekin and Tien Tsin are 
unsettled," only messages In plain lan- 
guage, without cipher or reference to 
military affairs, will be delivered to the 
ministers.

De Pauw) university in 1863. After 
serving as principal of an academy at 
Thorntown, Ind., and as superintendent 
of public schools at Lawenceburg, 
\\f 


was called, in 1869, to De Pauw. 
His 


career as a professor in the university 
was distinguished. 


In 1875 he published his first book, an 


"Academic 
History 
of 
the 
United 


States." It still holds its place as a text 
book in many schools. In 1876 he pub- 
lished his "Popular History of the United 
States," of which more than 400,000 copies 
have been sold. He wrote the "Life and 
Work of Garfield," of which 85,000 copies 
were sold. His "Cyclopaedia of Uni- 
versal History" was published In 1885. 
More than 150,000 sets of this history 
have been sold. 


In 1SS5 he resigned his professorship in 


De Pauw and the vice presidency of the 
university in order that he might devote 
his whola time to the profession of au- 
thorship. In 1893 he published his "Life 
and Work of James G. Elaine," and in 
1894 his most comprehensive and philo- 
sophical work entitled "Great Races of 
Mankind." In 1S98 he published his "Lif a 
and Times of Gladstone," and a sup- 
plement to the "History of All Nations" 
for Webster's dictionary. He was for a 
time editor of the Arena Magazine of 
Boston. His monographs are numerous. 
In 1896 he ran for congress on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in his home district in In- 
diana. Though he ran ahead of his 
ticket he was defeated by a sr.oll ma- 
jority. In recent years he had been en- 
gaged in the preparation of a complete 
and elaborate history of the United 
States.

States, by Its resolution of April 20,189S, 
declared: That the people of the island 
of Cuba are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent; that the United 
States hereby disclaims any disposition 
or intention to exercise sovereignty, 
Jurisdiction or control over said island 
except for the pacification thereof, and 
asserts its determination, when that is 
accomplished, to leave the government 
and control of the island to its people. 


And, 
whereas, the people of Cuba have 


established municipal governments, de- 
riving their authority from the suffrages 
of the people given under just and equal 
laws, and are now ready, in like man- 
ner, to proceed to the establishment of 
a general government which shall as- 
sume and exercise sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion and control over the island. 


Therefore, it is ordered that a general 


election be held In the island of Cuba on 
the third Saturday of September, in the 
year 1900, to elect delegates to a conven- 
tion to meet in the city of Havana on the 
first Monday of November, 1900, to frame 
and adopt a constitution for the people 
of Cuba and as a part thereof, to provide 
for and agree with the government of 
the United States upon the relations to 
exist between that government and the 
government of Cuba and to provide for 
the election by the people of officers un- 
der such constitution and the transfer of 
government to the officers so elected. 


The people of the several provinces 


•Will elect delegates In number propor- 
tioned to their populations as determined 
by the census, viz: 


The people of the province of Pinar 


Del Eio will elect three delegates; prov- 
ince of Havana, eight delegate's: prov- 
ince of Matanms, four delegates; prov- 
ince of Santa Clara, seven delegates; 
province of Puerto Principe,, two dele- 
gates; province of Santiago, seven dele- 
gates,

Beads of perspiration stood upon his 


metallizing Wood. 


A method of metallizing wood, one 


by which it becomes very solid and re- 
sistant and assumes the appearance of a 
true metallic mirror, is described in the 
Pari s Monde with much detail. Briefly, 
the wood is Unit immersed for three or 
four days, as may be its degree of per- 
meability, in a caustic alkaline lye, and 
thence passed immediately into a bath 
of hydrosulphite of calcium, to which 
is added, after 24 or 36 hours, concen- 
trated solution of sulphur in caustic 
potash. The duration of this bath is 
about 48 hours, and its temperature ia 
from 55 to 50 degrees. Finally the wood 
is immersed for 80 or 40 hours in a hot 
solution of acetate of lead. The wood 
prepared in this manner and after hav- 
ing undergone a proper drying at a 
moderate temperature acquires under a 
burnisher of hard wood a polished sur- 
face and exhibits a very brilliant metal- 
lic luster—a luster still further increas- j 
ed in its attractiveness if the surface of I forehead as he thought of the effects of 
the wood he rubbed thoroughly, in the

Tho Effect of Wind OB lakei. 


. Attention has been called to the very 
remarkable effect of the wind on vari- 
ous inland bodies of water. It is not 
unusual for the residents in towns on 
the shores of lakes to be greatly incon- 
venienced, provided a heavy wind blow- 
ing ou shore continues for any length of 
time. In the Baltic sea th<j level has 
been altered for upward of eight feet 
Sometimes the water is blown out of a 
channel, leaving it almost dry. In one 
instance a depression of six feet oc- 
curred on one side of a body of water, 
with a corresponding rise of six feet on 
the other. Lake Erie has been known to 
alter its level a distance of 15 feet on 
account of heavy winds, and Lake 
Michigan was at one time the subject 
of considerable interest from the same 
cause. The wind was heavy and contin- 
uous aud piled the water up on one 
side, while the other was so low that 
people walked out upon rocks where in 
the memory of man no feet had ever 
trodden.—New York Ledger.

pelling the attention of the world from 
the Chinese situation for a short time 
at least. 


While less than 1000 men laid down 


their anna with Prinsloo, their surren- 


.. der means the practical cessation of 


< hostilities in the Free State. With the 
exception of a very few small bands 
the Fre* State is pacified, and it is to 
be expected that these small bands will 
disperse or surrender one by one to the 
Brttlalh. It is to Botha and DeWet that 
Lord Roberts will now turn his almost 
undivided attention. These command- 
ers may elude the British commander- 
in-ohief for a time, but their being 
trapped ultimately is unavoidable and 
perhaps isn the very near future. Hope 
of final vicTOry by some unforeseen 
and miraculously fortunata stroke must 
have passed away from these men. 
Interference by any of the powers must 
now have beeni proven a delusion. And 
It now must be clear to the Boer lead- 
ers that the Chimese situation is not 
going to so Involve Great Britain that 
she will need to relax in South Africa. 
In fact the Chinese affair has been to 
the advantage of Great Britain as far 
as South Africa i» concerned and it 
may continue to be of advantage to 
her. It occupies all the governments 
eo completely that Great Britain is 
practically left to work out her pur- 
poses regarding the republics almost 
•unobserved. 


CRUSH IT OUT. 


"Though the advantages that attend 


Ireedom of speech, as it is enjoyed In 
our country, are such that no onb would 
ask for its restriction tv> the standard 
of some monarchical governments-, one 
is compelled to a feeling of indignation 
at the mannter In, which it is sometimes 
abused. Here is the meeting reported 
to have been held In Patersoii, N. J., 
«ald to have been the home of the 
assassin of King Humbert of Italy, in 
which there is an open suggestion of 
the murder of the Preaidenlt of the 
United States, and one. woman is re- 
ported to have said: "If he Is a bad 
President, he should die." This is ra- 
ving, but It may easily be a very mis- 
chievous and dangerous raving1, and if 
there >• any possibility of reaching It 


_ by law. It ought to be put down!. These 
' people are plainly enemies to the pub- 
lic safety. They proclaim, in affect, 


assassination to be justifiable. What 
is "a bad President," as they describe 
him? A President who is not good 
after their own crazy standards. If 
what is reported is true, they have al- 
ready sent out an assassin) who lias 
destroyed the head of a foreign gw- 
ernment, and a, friendly government to 
the United States. In celebrating: hia 
deed, they come much ntearer to in- 
citing similar doings toward the head 
of our own nation than can be tolerated 
with safety. This nest of murderers 
should be broken up. In the mildest 
view of those who compose it, they out- 
rageously abuse the hospitality that 
this nation has accorded them, ami 
there appeal's to be a threat against 
the government itself in their later 
action."—Boston Herald. 


This matter cannot be too much 


agitated and forced upon the attention 
of the officers of the law everywhere. It 
is astounding that the New York 
newspapers have been able on a min- 
ute's notice to drag- to light two anar-

HIGHEST DAMfN THE WORLD 


Gigantic Structure Will Be BuUt Fwr 


Denver'* Water Supply. 


• Chicago engineers are planning to 
build for the city water supply of Den- 
ver a gigantic dam 220 feet In nelghfc- 
nearly as high us the Masonic temple- 
that will hold back a greater depth of 
water than any other artificial barrier 
in the world. 


The structure will be built by tha 


Denver Union Water company at a 
cost of §000,000 to $700,000, under the 
direction of Lyman B. Cooley as con- 
sulting engineer, says the Chicago Rec- 
ord. Two former members of the en- 
gineer! us staff of the sanitary district, 
Charles L. Harrison and J. B. Maloney, 
will be In direct charge of the con- 
struction, the former as chief and the 
latter as residont engineer. 


Work will be begun on the dam tbis 


year, with the expectation of finishing 
it to a height of 110 feet before the end 
of the construction season, leaving the 
remainder to be completed In the next 
two years. The gigantic wall will be 
of either concrete or masonry— prob- 
ably the latter— and will extend across 
the steep canyon of the South Platte 
river, about 50 miles from Denver. It 
will be of arch form in plan, with the 
convex side up stream, and about 500 
feet long. 


Enough water will be Impounded, ac- 


cording to the engineers' calculations, 
to supply Denver with water for two 
years, the total watershed furnishing 
the flow being something over 1,600 
square miles. The crest of the dam 
will be 1,650 feet above Denver and 
10 feet above the water surface. The 
cross section shows 16 feet width on 
top and 165 feet at the base, the sides 
curving to resist the lines of pressure 
determined by hydraulic calculations. 


Mr. Cooley said recently:

Is not a dam In existence that holds 
more water than 160 feet deep. The only

AN UNSINKABLE BOAT.

Sportamen'3 Use. 


A new canvas boat for sportsmen's 


use is treated with a waterproof com- 
position to fill the pores of the threads, 
to preserve the cloth and keep It soft 
and pliable, says the Chicago Record. 
The gunwales are made of second 
growth ash. The rods are seven-eighths 
of an inch in diameter, Joined with 
brass ferrules, the outside ones of un- 
usual strength and thickness. The ribs 
and crossbars are of ash, the braces of 
steel, with all metal parts tinned. The 
bottom is of pine or California red- 
wood, which is joined with tight gal- 
vanized steel joints and stiffened by 
bars that are held in place by mallea- 
ble Iron staples. The bottom Is made 
up of a central board to which wings 
are hinged on either side, which fold 
under in packing. Tbe ribs are f-olded 
down close on the bottom, to which 
they are permanently attached. 


The point is made -that there are no 


loose pieces except in the gunwales, so 
that nothing can be left behind when 
the boat reaches the water. The can- 
vas passes entirely the framework and 
is formed without seams. It is fasten- 
ed to the gunwales by rawhide straps 
tanned in oil, furnished with tinned 
buckles. This mode of fastening takes 
up all the slack canvas. The bottom of 
the canvas ends of the boat is protect- 
ed with brass shields to prevent the 
wear of the canvas by gravel in land- 
Ing. 


The boat can be set up in five min- 


utes. When, folded, It occupies 8 by 13 
inches of floor space and is 44 inches 
high. The boat has great carrying ca- 
pacity and is of extremtdy light draft 
Its solid bottom affords firm footing 
for casting and shooting. The boat 19 
unsiiikable. 


A Natural Refrigerator In Summer. 


Hundreds of people arc visiting a 


hole In the side of the mountain near 
Coudersport, in Potter county, which 
must be a delightful place In hot 
weather, says the Philadelphia Press. 
The hole was dug by a man in search 
of mineral wealth. The farther he dug 
the colder became the atmosphere. At 
the depth of 20 feet he was compelled 
to quit. The peculiarity of this mine is 
that about May ice begins to form in 
it and continues to freeze until Octo- 
Wr. There is no ice in the hole in win- 
ter. The warmer the day the more Ice 
there is in the mine. On approaching 
the opening on a hot day a strong cur- 
rent of cold air is felt. This air be- 
comes more frigid the closer one goes 
to the cavern. There is no water at 
the bottom of the shaft, but the water 
dripping down from its sides freezes. 
The ice begins to form less than a foot 
from the top and coats the sides of the 
shaft several Inches thick. 
What 


causes the intense cold and where the 
air comes from are questions that have 
not been satisfactorily answered.

'Word* of Salvation— Sadden Warn- 
ings For Reveler* at Midnight—Re- 
murkable Career of tbe Church's 
Panto?. 
High above the congregated wonders 


of Coney Island light , streamed forth 
the other night for 'the first time from 
a new revolving- lighthouse, s^ys the 
New York Mail and Express. It Is not 
a government lighthouse nor a new 
device of some enterprising fakir. It 
Is a gospel lighthouse and rises above 
the first and only church of Coney Is- 
land. Even a church develops strange 
features when brought in contact with 
the marvels of Coney Island, and what 
would doubtless have been a steeple 
in any other community has become a 
lighthouse there where even a church 
nrast be unique If It would win atten- 
tion. 


With all the varied attractions for 


which Coney Island is noted one would 
bnrdly think of going there to attend 
church, but even this is now possible 
through the efforts of Mr. J. D. 
Hughes. Coney Island's church Js not 
a prosnie, everyday sort of church, 
however, and the novel steeple or light- 
house bids fair to become a landmark 
on the Island. 


The lighthouse Is 05 feet high, BUP- 


mounted by a flagpole. A streamer, 
bearing the words "Jesus Saves," will 
float from the flagstaff at a height of 
85 feet. The lighthouse proper con- 
sists of a glass box about ten feet 
square. Forty, incandescent electric 
lights will blaze inside, and a small 
electric motor will cause the box to 
rotate. 


Mr. Hughes' plan Is to flash gospel 


messages from the tower in letters 28 
inches high and 24 wide. The appara- 
tus used will be the same as that used 
by business firms for electrical trans- 
pareSicies. First the word "Jesus" ap< 
pears in letters of light on a black 
background. It will disappear, and the 
word "saves" will be seen. Five sec- 
onds later this will disappear and both 
words will appear together, remaining 
ten seconds. Next the lights will move 
to another position and the process will 
be repeated. The words can be chang- 
ed nightly if desired. 


Mr. Hughes says that the object Is 


not so mucfi to attract people to the 
church as to set them to thinking. He 
believes the sudden flashing of a Scrip- 
tural text in this way on the revelry 
and wickedness of midnight may com- 
mand the attention of persons who 
have never given a thought to religious 
matters. 


The church is located on Seabeach 


walk in the very center of the island, 
near the Seabeach pavilion, where the 
trolley cars stop.

! Among foreigners in Shanghai there 
is practically no difference of opinion 
in regard to responsibility for the Box- 
er outrages, says the New York Bun. 
For more than a year the Mantchoos 
have been making preparations for the 
expulsion of foreigners. The warning 
has often been sounded in these months 
by the North China Sally News, the 
Shanghai 
Mercury, the 
Hongkong 


Press, the Japan Gazette of Yokohama 
and other influential newspapers of the 
orient whose editors have the best 
means of getting inside facts. For six 
months these papers have been unani- 
mous in the opinion that the foreign le- 
gations in Peking should make vigor- 
ous protest to the tsung-11-yamen 
against the fomenting of disturbances 
,ln the provinces and against the re- 
cruiting, drilling and arming of Box- 
ers. 
But the ministers, particularly 


Sir Claude Macdonald, the British rep- 
resentative, treated all these articles 
as sensational and persisted in putting 
|f aith in Chinese official assurances that 
!'the Imperial government was doing 
'everything in its power to check the 
Boxer movement. 


Meanwhile from all the outposts let- 


ters came pouring in from missionaries 
giving minute details of the ritual of 
the Boxers, of the methods they em- i 
-ployed to make the ignorant and super- I 
etitious country people believe they ' 
jwere invulnerable and of the mystery 
, 


they threw about their plans—a mys- 
^ry which appealed with greater pow- j 
er because it veiled all kind of punish- ' 
tnent and humiliation for the hated 
foreigner. 
j 


One correspondent gave some very ' 


interesting 
details 
of 
the 
ordeal 


through which the Boxers went to 
show that they possessed some super- 
human power. 
The native Christian 


.servant of the correspondent went to 
'the Boxer camp to see for himself 
what the new movement really meant. 
The camp was near Pao-TIng-Fu, the 
• 


Christian church and mission which was 
recently burned and looted by Boxers. 
'He found a camp of about 500 men, 
mostly made up of vagrants who In- 
fest all Chinese villages. A few were 
old Black Flags, and these men had 
infused much of the real military 
spirit Into the rabble that made up 
'their following. 
Many of these raw 


recruits were armed with 
repeating 


rifles while others had old fashioned, 
muskets which still seemed effective. 
'About half tie force had guns of one 
kind or aaotner; the remainder had 
spears, tridents and long knives. They 
looked hungry aad eager for any kind 
of looting or deviltry. 


The native Christian wno had been 


'to Shanghai and who had seen foreign 
troops drill was surprised at the pro- 
ficiency of these men In the manual of 
arms and could only attribute their 
skill to training by French and Ger-> 
man army officers. These leaders ap- 
peared to be indefatigable, and they 
grilled their men several times a day. 
They also levied on the surrounding 
country, and forced contributions of 
men and suppjies under threat of turn- 
ing loose their rabble upon the neigh- j 
borhood. 
i In one part of the camp this native 
Christian saw a number of Boxers sur- 
rounded by a ring of gaping country- 
men. They were indulging in a num- 
ber of gymnastic feats which excited 
great admiration. Then they would 
go through incantations and, rising, 
would ask any man in the crowd to 
step forth and test their invulnerabili- 
ty to blows. One big Boxer, after 
many contortions, declared he was 
willing that any one should strike him 
In the chest, for no human being could 
•hurt him. The native Christian, who 
was a very powerful man and had once 
Ibeen an assistant in a foreign gym- | 
nasium, accepted tbe Boxer's defiance j 
and hit him a blow to the chest which i 
knocked all of the wind out of the j 
braggart and put him out of action, j 
The blow was so powerful that the 
Boxer began to spit blood, though he 
assured the crowd that his Injury was 
due to the fact that be bad omitted a 
certain part of the necessary ritual. 
The crowd actually accepted this ab- 
surd excuse and made threats against 
the Christian who expressed doubts of 
the man's powers. 
[ 


This is a specimen of the procedure 


by which the Boxers have -"nined thou- 
feands of recruits. In a < 
/ where 


hundreds In every villa , • have hard 
jwork to escape starvation it is not 
strange that a new movement which 
promises food, drink and looting and 
killing of native Christians and for- 
ieigners should appeal to the masses. 
The men who Join the Boxers have 
nothing to lose because they possess 
no property and they leave no assured 
positions. They have everything to | 
gain by bravery in battle, or luck In 
looting may give them power and in- 
fluence. They seem actually to be- 
lieve In their invulnerability, as the fa- 
batlcs of the mahdl's army at Omdur- 
man believed they were invincible. 
They are devoured by an insane rage 
against the foreigners, wno, they be- 
lieve, kidnap nnd murder Chinese chil- 
dren In order to gain possession of 
their eyes and hearts and whose reli- 
gious proselyting they look upon as a 
device by which the missionaries se- 
cure possession of valuable land. Not 
btie Chinese- In a thousand believes that 
the foreign missionaries are acting in 
good faith. The majority of Chinese 
cannot understand a man leaving his 
home and kindred and going into a 
strange country to convert people to 
his religion unless there Is big profit or 
honor In It for him. Their minds are 
unable to grasp the foreign Idea of du- 
ty or self sacrifice for religion or prin- 
ciple. They frankly admit that they 
cannot accept such stories, as no saua 
man would act In that way. 


The prevailing Idea that religion lg 


being, used by.all tbe nations for the 
purpose of securing a foothold In China 
Jsjinfprtunately' borneout <H 


Ity of several of the powers that have 
had missionaries killed in China. Take 
Germany,'for example. For the lives 
of two obscure German missionaries 
'China was fgrced to give up Kiao- 
Chou b>y and-a territory adjoining It 
Which Is equal .in area, to several 
European states. Frimce has also se- 
cured territory in the same way. 


With these facts iu view it was not 


difficult for the Imperial government 
to prevent the Boxer uprising. There 
is said to be good evidence that the 
Peking government sent Yu Hsien to 
Shansi and LI Piag-Leng to the Yang- 
tse valley to spread the antlforelgn 
sentiment which is at the foundation 
of the Boxer movement. Yu was gov- 
ernor of Shangtung 'when he first be- 
gan preaching the antlforeign propa- 
ganda, and he was rewarded for his 
services In stirring up hostile senti- 
ment against Europeans and Christian- 
ity by the bestowal of the viceroyshlp 
of Shansi. Viceroys who have protest- 
ed against the Boxer movement or 
who have used drastic measures to 
suppress it In the provinces have felt 
the displeasure of the empress d.ow- 
8ger> 
AVhat has really happened will 


not probably be known for months, 
but it is reported here on pretty fair 
authority that Viceroys Liu Kun-yl, 
Chang Chih-tung, Li Hung Chang and 
Hsu Ying-knei have protested against 
the empress's antlforeign policy anfl 
that these remonstrances, until very 
recently, have not been heeded. The 
viceroy of Chl-li, Yu Lu, who has been 
friendly to foreigners during his resi- 
dence in Tien-tsin, Is reported to have 
been degraded for not preventing the 
Boxer outbreak ill his province, and 
General Tung Fu-hsing, one of tbe best 
lenders of the CTiiuese army, has been 
cashiered for permitting the murder 
of the chancellors of the Japanese 
legation. The only thing which shows 
the empress dowager realizes her crit- 
ical position is her order to old Li 
Hung Chang to go to Peking. 


Some Idea of tlip sentiment that pre- 


vails here in regard to the settlement 
of the present difficulties may be gain- 
ed from this concluding paragraph of 
an able leader In the North China 
Dally News of June 20: 


"It will be a work of infinite diffi- 


culty to change the government at Pe- 
king, settle the claims of all the differ- 
ent powers that have been injured by 
this present outbreak and make such 
arrangements that a repetition of re- 
cent events is impossible. It will be a 
work for statesmen, but it must be 
done, and the difficulty will be lessen- 
ed if all the powers agree to demand 
and take no territorial compensation or 
guarantees, if this is mutually agreed 
on, a lafge part of the ground for inter- 
national jealousies will be cut away, 
but any attempt to arrange territorial 
compensation so that everybody sbnll 
be satisfied will lead to endless dis- 
putes. 
If the Emperor Kwang Sn Is 


still available, tie wisest thing prob- 
ably would be to put him on the throne 
and move the capital to Nankin, sur- 
rounding him with a cabinet of Chi- 
nese who, if not" all pronounced reform- 
ers, axe men not Inimical to progress 
and reform. These are details for the 
representatives of the powers to con- 
sider when the time for the settlement 
comes, but whatever form the settle- 
ment takes, it must utterly avoid the 
reinstatement;1 in 
power, 
whatever 


their promises, of the empress dowager 
and her gang. That would only mean 
a temporary peace, followed by another 
outbreak before long. It would mean 
the continued expulsion from power 
of all the enlightened iqen who really 
aim at making\China great again and 
prosperous with foreign help and the 
billeting on the country of a horde of 
unscrupulous officials wjiose only aim 
is to fill their own pockets before tbe 
next deluge comes. 


"If the foreign offices of the west do 


not learn from the incidents of the last 
month the utter hopelessness of trying 
to keep China together under the pres- 
ent government, they must themselves 
have become fossilized. The loss of so 
many valuable lives and of so much 
property at the hands of the Boxers is 
directly due to the present govern- 
ment. We know that there would be 
no riots In China If the officials did 
their duty, and when riots do occTir it 
is the officials who should be cashiered 
and punished. In the present case the 
guilty officials are the empress dow- 
ager and her gang, and It is they who 
must be cashiered and Inhibited from 
•ver holding any office again."

ENGINEER FORGOT 


Cause of Accident in Which 


Conductor Mangan 


was Killed 


THE ORDERS WERE RECEIVED 


Engineer Read Them, Passed Them 


Over to Conductor Mangan, and 


Then Ran on Without Heeding 


Them, Inquest Held 


An inquest was held tut Valley Falls, 


N. Y., yesterday on the death of Con- 
ductor J. J. Mangan of this city,.who 
was killed in a head-on collision on the 
Saratoga divlson of tho Fitohburg be- 
tween Schaghticoke and Valley Falls at 
11.30 
o'clock Saturday morning, July 


2. The inauest was conducted by Cor- 
oner DeFreest of Troy. 


There were about 35 witnesses pres- 


ent, 
but not over half of them were 


called on to testify. 
The evidence 


showed that Engineer 
Samuel W. 


Saunders ftf the oast bound, freight 
train, in charge of Conductor Manean, 
received orders at the scha^ticake sta- 
tion to wait on the siding above the 
station for the west bound freight to 
pass. 


When sworn Engineer Saunders acl- 


mtted receivi'iiu the 
written 
order, 


which he read and turned over to Con- 
ductor Mang^an. 
He testified that he 


forgot all about tho order until he saw 
the engine of the west bound train com- 
ing around the curve- at the "rock cut" 
half way between the two villages amd 
bearing down upon his train. He re- 
versed the engine, gave the danger sig- 
nal and jumped. 


The collision fololwed in which Con- 


ductor Mangan was caught under the 
wreck and crushed. Mangan was taken 
to Valley Falls and died before medi- 
cal attendance was secured. The train 
order was found in the conductor's 
pocket after his 3eath. It is the cus- 
tom, on this road, for the man receiving 
the train orders to read them to all of 
the crew, which was clone in this case. 


Dr. T. C. Church of Valley Falls and 


Dr. E. Newton Beale of Schaghticoke 
testified as to the extent of the injuries 
received by Conductor Mangan. 
1"he 


members of the crews of each train were 
sworn as to the accidenit. They were 
Thomas Parkinson, fireman; Charles 
Gregory, brakeman; Jeremiah Sheehau, 
brakeman; and John Sullivan, brake- 
man of the east bound freight train; 
Thomas Negus, engineer; Jesse W. 
Gardineer, conductor; Willis Pengrburn, 
brakeman of the \v-est bound frsig-ht 
train. John Kenyan, Edgar Fields and 
John Hunt of Valley Falls, who wit- 
nessed the accident, testified as to the 
manner of its occurrence. 


Coroner De Freest will render a de- 


cision later. 


ABUTTERS AND OFFICIALS AGREE 


Cady and Williams Streets Will be 


Put in Shape for Acceptance 


The conference 'erf Cady and Williams 


street residents with the school commit 
tee, mayor and other city officials, re- 
ported in this paper yesterday, resulted 
yesterday afternoon In the accomplish- 
ment of what was desired, and in all 
probability these streets will be iri 
shape to be accepted by the council at 
the August meeting1. 


Many of the abuttera on the streets 


were unwilling to accept as final the 
tacit agreement to disagree reached at 
the former conference in city hall, and 
so another attempt was made. As re- 
ported yesterday, Cady street above 
North street was put inl shape by the 
abutters, who hired Alexander Grant 
and David King to d'o the work. Then 
yesterday's meeting was called to be 
held on the spot, so that the city offi- 
cials could clrtflk In the beauties of the 
scene of desolation supposed to be a 
street while they were considering the 
matter. 


After a thorough discussion', the mem 


bers of the school committee present, 
forming a majority of the board, met 
and decided to stand the cost of repair- 
ing the streets so far as they border 
the Johnson 
school 
property. The 


abutters of Cady and Williams street 
present agreed to have the rest '3f the 
work done, and it will begin tomorrow 
mornirJs. 


Williams street is already an accepted 


street above North street, so that the 
work now to be done covers only tho 
two streets between North and School 
streets, the latter having been accepted 
at the last council meeting. There is 
little doubt that the committee on 
streets will report favorably on their 
acceptance if the work is completed, 
anU thus one of the long standing 
grievances will be done away with. 


The chief need felt is for sidewalks 


for the use of the pupils of the school 
as well as for the residents of the 
street, and it is understood that a walk 
will be built along the north side of 
School street from Veazie to Cady 
streets this y«ar. 


If the streets are accepted, it will 


mean a considerable expense for the 
city this fall, as there will remain 
much for the city to do in additioiJ to 
what the abutters do now. It is prob- 
able that an effort will be made to pre- 
vent to some extent the water from 
North street running down the two 
streets1, which has always been one^ of 
the chief causes of the damage done 
durinfe- hard storms.
